ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1924. 


HE Committee herewith present their Report-for the 
year 1924. 


Thanks to the support accorded by the many friends of 
the Sailor, the Society has been able to continue that virile 
erowth which has for years past been one of its essential 
characteristics. It is now possible for the captain of a vessel, 
by sending a wireless message, to have one of the Society’s 
Ambulances waiting at the quay-side when his vessel berths, 
so that the patient can be in bed in Hospital within an hour 
or two of the ship’s arrival. By this means it is now possible 
for the doctor, by preventing sepsis from becoming fatal, 
to save the limb, or even the life, of a Sailor. 


In their last Report the Committee foreshadowed that 
the erection of the Nurses’ Tlome for the Dreadnoupht 
Hospital would be started during the year 1924. They 
regret that certain unforeseen legal difficulties have pre- 
vented this. These are now being overcome, and it is hoped 


that the early summer will see the laying of the foundations. 


On the 27th lune, the President, Mik tt. ihe Duke of 
York, visited the Society’s Hospital at Tilbury, in order to. 
declare open the Singhahee Ward, and at the same time to: 
lay the foundation stone of the new buildings. - These com- 
prise a Nurses’ Home and two new Wards of 22 beds each. 
Mr. Stanley Tlamp, F-R.T'B-A., of Messrs.,Colcutt & Hamp, 
who designed the Sanatorium Pavilion at Bramshott for the 
Society, 1s the Architect. The Tilbury buildings are single- 
storied pavilions, built on ferro-concrete rafts, appropriate 
to the alluvial nature of the soil. The walls are of hollow 
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cement and brise blocks, which render the interior cool in 
summer and warm in winter. There is no exterior wood- 
work, the window-frames being especially designed in metal. 
The buildings may be taken to be the most up-to-date ex- 
ample of hospital construction. Such good progress is being 
made that it is hoped to open the new Hospital during the 
course of the summer. It will cost upwards of £30,000 to 
enlarge and equip this branch of the Society, and the Com- 
mittee invite the assistance and support of every well-wisher 
of the Sailor, in the form either of a special contribution 


towards the cost of the new buildings, or of the endowment 


of a bed. 


The Committee has also sanctioned the enlargement of 
the Angas Convalescent Home at Cudham, in accordance 
with plans: prepared by Mr. A. Roberts, -F.R.1.B.A. ~~ The 
extension will comprise a Recreation Room, rooms for Con- 
valescent Nurses, and another section. for Officers of the 
Mercantile Marine. “The. cost) of - these. extensions will 
amount to £3,500. Of this sum, £3,000 has been received 
in special contributions, the balance of £500 being given by 
Mrs. Angas, the founder of the Home. 


The year 1924 has seen the amalgamation of the London 
School of Tropical Medicine with the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine. 


It was in the early part of the year 1898, on the initiative 

ot the late Sir Patrick Manson, that the then Secretary (or 
- State for the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, put for- 
ward a proposal for the formation of the School, in which 
Medical Officers in the Colonial Service should be afforded 
an opportunity of acquiring a knowledge of diseases peculiar 
to the Tropics before taking up their appointments. 


The matter came before the Committee of Management 
of the. Seamen's Mospital=Sociely ontthes Tit senna, 
1898. After careful deliberation, the Board adopted the 
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suggestion of the Secretary of State, and further resolved 
that the School should be established in connection with the 
Branch Hospital at Connaught Road, Albert Dock, where a 
large number of sailors from the East were treated. It was 
resolved that the School should be open to all medical 
graduates. In 1920 the School was moved to Endsleigh 
Gardens, where the Society also started a Hospital for the 
treatment of diseases peculiar to the Tropics. 


Throughout its existence the School enjoyed assistance 
from the Colonial Office. Not only Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, but also Mr. Lewis Harcourt, Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
and Lord Milner gave it their active support, by presiding 
at functions and helping to raise funds, thus enabling the 


School to make continuous progress. 


In 1923, the Rockefeller Foundation offered a sum of 
£450,000 to the Ministry of Health, with a view to estab- 
lishing a School of Hygiene, in which diseases peculiar to 
hot climates were also to be dealt with, an’d the Government 
also promised a substantial subsidy towards maintenance. It 
was felt by the Seamen’s Hospital Society that it would be 
to the advantage of the medical profession, of the Tropical 
Colonies, and of all concerned, that these activities should 
be grouped under a single administration, it being at the 
same time agreed that the name of the London School of 
Tropical Medicine -be retained or continued in the new 
building, and that the teaching staff and other employees 
should be secure in the continuation of their interests. ~“[wo 
members of the Board of Management of the “Seamen’s 
Hospital Society are members of the Court of Governors, 
and one a member of the Board of Management of the 
London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine. These 
changes do not affect the Hospital for ‘Tropical Diseases, 


‘which remains one of the establishments of the Seamen’s 
Hospital Society. 
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A financial statement of the School appears in the full 
Annual Report of the Society. 

This highly-successful and thriving School will carry 
on both the research work and the instruction of medical 
graduates with increased facilities and a more extended 
sphere of action. 

The Committee regret to report the death of Sir Sydney 
Russell « Wellsy MAP, ED) BR Ses) FOR CIP... thes Seamer 
Physician at the Dreadnought Hospital. Sir. Sydney was 
one of the leading Heart Specialists of the day, and himself 
died of an affection of ‘the heart. There can be no doubt 
that the strain of Parliamentary work, added to a busy pro- 
fessional life, was too great a tax for his strength. Sir 
Sydney joined the Medical Staff at the Dreadnought in 1906. 
He was keenly interested in the proposed improvements in 
the Hospital, and was especially anxious that a Department 
should be equipped with the latest apparatus for the 
diagnosis and treatment of heart cases. It is hoped that it 
may be possible to carry out his wish, and to name the 
Department after him. 

The Society have lost another distinguished member of 
the Honorary Medical Staff, by the death of Sir Malcolm 
Morris, K.C-.V.0., 44.R-C.5.\ sir Malcolm Morris joimedture 
Staff of the Society at Greenwich in 1905,.as Surgeon tor 
the Diseases of the Skin, upon which subject he became the 
leading authority. .From 1919 until the time of his death 
he was a Consulting Surgeon to the Hospital. He did much 
valuable work for the Society in pre-war days, more especi- 
ally in -connection with the London School of Clinical 
Medicine. 

The Committee wish to thank all those who have given 
them their support, which has enabled them to carry on the 
work of the Society with great advantage to the Sailor, and 
trust that they may continue to have the confidence and 
sympathy of the many friends of the Mariner. It will be 
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realised by all who peruse the accounts that the generous 
help of a large public is needed, for, with the greatest 
economy possible, it costs £70,000 a year to maintain ‘the 
work of the Society, quite apart from the special commit- 
ment for the ensuing year in regard to the Tilbury Hospital, 
which has already been referred to. The question is now 
under consideration of providing facilities at the Sanatorium 
at Bramshott for the new treatment of tuberculosis by 
artificial sunlight or ultra-violet rays. This, however, can- 
not be done without the expenditure of a considerable 
amount of money. The Committee ‘asks for the generous 
assistance of all those who are able to give, to enable the 
Society to keep abreast of its work and to prevent it from 
falling into debt.
